Bur one of the moſt Remarkable accounts of this 
BIRD we have from a GENTLEMAN on his Travels 
thro ſome diſtant Parts of France. He obſerves, that 
while he was in the Neighbourhood of Mende an Officer 
of note Invited him to paſs a few Days at his ſeat, where 
the Company were entertain'd in the Politeſt Manner. 
At the firſt Collation he gave us, ſays he, we obſerv d, 
with ſome ſurprize, that all the Wild Fowl that were 
brought to Table wanted either a Head, a Wing, a Leg 
or ſome other Part, which occaſioned our Gentleman to 
fay very agreeably, that we muſt Pardon the Voracioul- | 
neſs of his Caterer, who was always the firſt that taſted 
what he had prepared. When we asked him who this 
Caterer might be, and he perceived that we grew faceti- 
ous at this new Mode of Entertainment, he expreſſed - 
himſelf in this Manner. In theſe Mountanous Parts, 
which are the richeſt in the Kingdom by Reaſon of their 
Fertility, the Eagles are accuſtomed to build their Neſts 
in the Cavities of ſome inacceſſible Rock, which is 
hardly to be aſcended by the Aid of Ladders and grap- 
ling Irons. As ſoon as the Shepherds have made this 
Diſcovery, they build a little Hut at the Foot of the 
Rock, where they ſereen themſelves from the Fury of 4 
theſe dangerous Birds when they convey Proviſion to their 
Young. The Male carefully nouriſhes them for the 
Space of three Months, and the Female is engaged in the 
ſame Employment till the Bird is capable of quitting 
the Neſt ; but when that Period is compleated, they 
make him ſpring into the Air, and bear him up with 
their Wings and Talons when he is in Danger of falling.

Tos who are brought up for this Exerciſe, are ei- 
ther Nias or Hagard Birds. Thoſe are called Nias 
Birds, who have been taken in the Neſt, and Hagards 
gare thoſe who have enjoyed Liberty before they were 
caught. Theſe laſt are tamed with more Difficulty, but 
Patience and Dexterity ſucceed in that Particular, and, 
in Terms of Falconry, make them traQable and fit 
for the Fray. When they are toc wild, they are not fed 
|| orſuffer'd to ſleep for three or four Days, and as many 
Nights, and are never left alone; by which means 
they grow familiar with the Falconer, and are obedient 
| to all his Commands. His principal Care is to ac- 
| cuſtom them to ſettle on his Fiſt; to ſpring when he 
| throwsthem off; to know his Voice, his Singing, or 
any other Signal he gives them; and to return to order 
| on his Fiſt. At firſt they are tied with a String of about 
thirty Feet in Length, to prevent them from flying away 
wy when they are reclaimed; and they are not freed from 
{ this Confinement till they are compleatly diſciplined, 
and always return at the Recall. To accompliſh this, 
the Bird muſt be Jured; and I ſhall now acquaint 
you. with the Nature of a Lure. 


A Lux is a Piece of Stuff or red Wood, on which are 
| fixed a Bil“, Talons and Wings. To this is likewiſe 
faſtened a Piece of that Fleſh which the Bird feeds on; 
and the Lure is thrown out to him when ns 10 
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reclaim or recall him. The Sight of the Food he loves 
with the Addition of a certain Noiſe, immediately brings 
him back. In a little Time the Voice alone is ſuffici- 
ent. The various Plumage with which the Lure is ſet 
off is called a Drawer. When they would accuſtom 
che Hawk to fly at a Kite, a Heron, or a Partridge, they 
change the Drawer according to the Game in View.

After three 
Weeks or a Month's Exerciſe in a Chamber or Garden, 
they begin to make an Experiment of the Bird in the o- 
pen Fields, and faſten little Bells to his Feet, in order to 
be more readily inform'd of his Motians. He is always 
capp'd; that is to ſay, his Head is cover'd with Leather 
that falls down over his Eyes to prevent him from ſee- 
ing any Object but that which they would have him dif- 
cover; and as ſoon as the Dogs either ſtop or ſpring the 
Game they are in queſt of, the Falconer uncaps the 
Bird, and toſſes him into the Air after his Prey.
